Shoo factory right.
A riot occurred yesterday at Laudlugvillo

resulting from a disputo ns to tho ownership
of tho Zuber Shoe Factory at that place,
which was sold out about two months ago by
tho Shcriif. J. It. Matthews, of New York
city, and Albert Grier, of Philadelphia, two
of the heaviest creditiors, bought it in,
Francis Zubcr and tho Hoard of Trado of
Landiugvillc claim that through a technical
ity they still own tho property and refused
to vacate. Suit was brought to oust Zubcr
and las party before a Jttstico of tho Peace,
who held Zuber under 6300 ball. Zuber inv
mediately brought a similar suit against
Montgomery, who was held under $1,000
bail. Tho Montgomery party then sent their
agents to Landliigville, who entered the
factory, barricaded the doors and nailed up
the windows. Tho Zuber party hearing of
this brought another suit for forcible entry
and detainer. Constables who served tho
warrants wero 'denied admittance. They,
assisted by Zuber and about a dozen citizens,
assaulted tho factory, but wero driven back
with bloodshed, but no serious injury was
sustained. After several assaults tho factory
was entered and arrests made, each prisoner
being put under heavy ball.

LANDLORD AND TENANT.
Arbitrators Cllio nn Avtnnl In rvir of

tlio former,
Messrs. James Grant, William Krlck and

T, K. Ileddall, lJwi., probably heBrd enough
of the relations of landlord nnd tonnnt y

to satisfy tho most voracious appetite
for such knowlcde. For ono wholo day,
witli the exception of n brief intermission
for lunch, thoy sat iu tho oillco of M. jr.
llurko, Ksq., in tlio Ugan building, nnd lis-
tened to the ovidenco of witnesses in behalf
of Samuel lllock, as tenant, on ono side, anil
John Howling, ns landlord, on tho other.
Tlio furmer is a clothing merchant having a
storo at tho southwest cornor of Main and
Cherry streets and, notwithstanding tho bit
terness ot tho law suit which was arbitrated
yesterday, continues ns tho tenant of Jlr.
IJowling. Tliero wero tlirco lnwyors in the
case, J. H. Pouicroy and E, W. Shoemaker,
irfqs., appearing lor tne prosecutor, who was
Mr. lllock, and M. M. llurko, Ksrj,, npponr-in- g

for Jlr. Dowllng. Tho object of tlio suit
was to recover from Mr. Howling f75 worth
of goods which that gentleman had seized
through Constable Bolln in payment for rent
ho claimed was duo from Jlr. Plook for oc-
cupation of tho premises during tho month
of December, last.

Jlr. lllock refused to pay tho rent for that
month, amounting to S40, and paid all sub- -
sequent rents undor protest becnuso ho
claimed tho landlord had failed to keep an
agreement to make certain repairs nnd im
provements. Jlr. Howling said ho kept all
agreements and that Block asked for too
much. It was shown in evidence that Jlr.
Dowllng notified tlio tenant not to (make any
improvements nnd repairs without his con-

sent and workmen hired by Sir. Block testi-
fied that they wero driven fiom tho premises
by tho landlord, Jlr. lllock eventually had
work dono in addition to that Jlr. Dowllng
caused to bo mado. Tho lawyers on each
sldo occupied about fifteen minutes in sum-
ming up nnd tho arbitrators gavo an award
in favor of tho landlord for rent and the
costs, which will amount to about $35. Thcso
sums, with tho oost of improvements and
repairs ho mado on his own volition,
lawyers' fees, etc., will make Jlr. Block's
expenses run up to about $175.
